OTTAWA, Aug. 29.—A total regts- 
tration of considerably in excess of five 
millions, including several hundred 
thousand men trained in agriculture 
but at present otherwise engaged, are 
the striking features of the interim 
report of the registration board, which 
under the direction of Senator Rob- 
eertson took a man power registration 
of Canada on Saturday, June 22. 

“Reristration,” says the report, 
“has demonstrated beyond question 
that we have in Canada an abundant 
supply of labor, experienced in farm- 
ing and willing, upon request, to de- 
vote itself to farming but which is at 
present employed in other occupations. 
In the provinces of Ontario and Man- 
{toba alone there have been secured 
and placed in the hands of county 
committees by means of registration | 
the names of over 14,000 men, all with 
some training in agriculture, but for 
the present otherwise employed, whose 
services are available as harvest hands 
should they be required. 

“If the cards from all parts of 
Canada were thoroughly scrutinized 
for farm prospects the labor shown 
to be available would probably prove

A great many inquriles are being 
made at the office of the food control- 
ler regarding the ure of flour substi- 
tutes, and a great many violations of 
the act have been brought to the at- 
tention of Capt. G., D. Hunt, the food 
controller for the province. He wishes 
therefore to make it clear that one 
pound of some kind of substitute must 
be purchased with every four pounds 
of standard white flour. That is the 
Strict reading of the law that must be 
adhered to, Grocers when selling their 
customers flour must insist on con- 
formity to the regulations, he states.

FRENCH AGE HAS 
DOWNED SIXTY 


Fifty Destroyed Since January 1; 
32 With The Game 


/ Airplane. 


With the French Army in France, 
Aug. 29—Lieut. Rene Fonck, the lead- 
ing French ace, has brought down 
since January 1, 60 of the more than 
three score German aircraft he has 
destroyed. Of the 60 enemy bee toy 
vanquished this year, 32 have fallen 
before him th the same airplane, which 
is a Spad-Hispano biplane with two 
machine guns. This constitutes a ré- 
cord for one machine. 

Between July 16 and July 22 he fel- 
led 11 enemy machines, nine of which 
have already been officially accounted 
for. On July 16, while stationed in 
the Somme, he was ordered to report 
to the Champagne. He left. for Paris 
that day at 10,o0'clock. He lunched 
there and se: back for We Somme, ar- 
riving there shortly before five, At 
five o'clock he had become the con- 
queror of two Boche machines. He 
left that evening for his new assign- 


The following day in the Champagne 
he felled a German machine ana on 
the next, two. On July 19 he brought 
down three; on July 21, two; and on 
July 22, one. 


PROTECTION OF 
SOLDIERS FROM 
FIRMS’ AGENTS 


— 


Order-in-Council Enforcing Strict 
Regulations Regarding Arti- 
ficial Limbs. 


Ottawa, Aug. 28.—In order to pro- 
tect returned soldiers who aré amput- 
ation cases from the competitive at- 
tention of the representatives of pri- 
vate mannfacturers of artificial linybs, 
it has been found necessary by the 
government to pass an order-in-coun- 
cll enforcing strict regulations in the 
matter of the supply of artificial limbs 


The necessity of this order is éxplain- 
ed in a statement made by Sir James 
Lougheed, minister of soldiers’ civil re- 
establishment, who says in partn 

“Every returned.-Canadian soldier, 
who isan amputation case, is not only 
provided by the government with such 
artificial limb as he may require but Is 
entitled to have such a limb repaired 
and fully replaced during his lifetime. 
In establishing th's policy 1s was deter- 
minet to secure the best materials and 
workmanship obtainable, 

“A number of manufacturers and 
vendors of artificiall imbs have én- 
deavored to convince returned men 
hat the limbs the government issues 
are clumsy and of little value compar- 
ed with their own particular produc- 
tion. In view of the fact that the gov- 
ernment has the right to use any pa- 
tent that maybe useful, it is impossible 
for a private manufacturer to issue a 
limb superior to that manufactured by 
the government, 

“The order-in-council enacts that 
évery artificial limb and appliance 
manufactured or issued by the depart- 
ment of soldiers’ civil re-establishmen,t 
shall be stamped with the words ‘is- 
sued by the government of Canada.’ 
‘The penalty for forgery of this mark ts 
a fine of from $5 to $200 or four 
months’ imprisonment. A fine of $100 
{s provided for any person who wil- 
conceals or removes a

Hitting the Enemy 


It would be timely to remind 
humorist newspapers that a few 
months ago they used to tell us 
that to criticize the efficiency of 
the Union Government was help- 
ing the enemy.

i Carranza Shows His Hand 


The Kaiser of Mexico has en- 
forced a taxing decree which in 
jeffect confiscates the property of 
WBritish and United States owners 
Jof producing Mexican oil wells. 

Restricting the Allied supply of 
oil from Mexico just when German 
submarines are playing havoc with 
Allied shipping off the coast of 
the United States may be taken 
as settling for all practical pur- 
poses the question of where Mexi- 
can sympathy lies and where the 
German submarines are getting 
their supplies. 

The present bandit regime in 
Mexico is pro-German in its syin- 
pathies and has been pro-German 
in its actions through the whole 
course of the war to the extent 
that occasion has been offered it 
to co-operate with Berlin. Cutting | 
off the oil supplies of the Allies! 
is nothing more than the consist- 
ent culmination of a course of 
conduct as hostile to the Allies as 
was safe and as helpful to the en- 
emy as could be devised. 

Mexico is another reason for 
wishing that war in Europe could 
be brought to an early and success- 
ful termination. When that has 
been done the Allies should clean 
np Mexico as another instalment 
in the process of making the world 
“‘safe for democracy.’’ To the 
extent of his ability Carranza has 
done what the Kaiser tried to do. 
They are sharers in the attempted 
assassination of civilization, and 
should be sharers in the punish- 
ment. 


A Mystery 

The attention—and embellish- 
ments—they are giving to ‘‘the 
failure of the Western crop’’ 
shows how really Eastern news- 
papers recognize its economic im- 
iportance to the country and its 
Bfood value to the Allies, 
® The Western farmer, it seems, 
shares with the British soldier the 
traditional distinction of being 
widely regarded as a nuisance in 
time of peace, but as the ‘‘saviour 
of the country’’ in time of war. 

When in time of peace the West- | 
ern farmer seeks to increase his 
purchasing and productive pewer 
by importing cheap farm machin- 
ery from the United States he is! 
denounced by Eastern papers as | 
a potential disrupter of the Em- 
pire and a would-be destroyer of | 
the country’s prosperity. When 
in times of war the Western farin- 
et is shorn of his purchasing and 
producing power by an untimely 
frost the event is chronicled in the | 
fame papers 48 a national calam- 
ity and an Imperial set-back. 

Viewing the manner of his 
treatment by the papers which re- 
flect the views of the controlling 
interests of the country, the West- 
ern farmer must be filled with 
wonder to discover that the re- 
striction of his buying and pro- 
ducing power is a national catas- 
trophe and an Imperial! reget, but

that a proposal to increase his buy- 
ing and producing power is a 
threat to bring ruination upon the 
industrial life of the Dominion 
and to undo the bonds of Empire. 


Going and Coming. 

The General Stabb put Luden- 
dorff'on the job to bring back 
what Hindenburg had left of the 
German army. And Ludendorff is 
carrying out the job in a way to 
immortalize himself as the man who 
lost as many men getting the army 
out of the hole as Hindenburg lost 
getting it in. 


Doubling the Frost Damage. 
The July frost was not limited in 
its effects to the crop of the pres- 
ent year. By cutting down this 
year's yield it increased the neces- 
sity that every acre of cultivated 
land in the west be prepared for 
a crop next year, and that as much 
new land be broken as could pos- 
sibly be turned oyer. Had the 
young farmers who were conscript- 
ed by order-in-council this spring 
been left on the land this year’s 
crop could have been harvested 
and a full crop for next year would 
also have been prepared for. As it 
is, this year’s crop will be taken 
care of with the assistance of 
school boys and imported harves- 
ters from the eastern provinces— 
where it has not been suggested 
that there is a searcity of avail- 


Why dis-|able men. But what of preparation 


for next year's crop? Will the 
Soldiers of the Soil and the harves- 
ter excursionists do the fall plow- 
ing on the farms from which the 
young men were taken? And will 
they be on hand to put in the crop 


next spring? Not at all. Fields 
which are under crop this year, 


will go unplowed this fall and un- 
sown next spring ; because the own- 
ers or the sons of the owners were 
conscripted in place of the men 
from the eastern provinces who 
are now coming West to help har- 
vest the crop, If this is not a mis- 
direction of man-power’ what 
could be? Because of it the West 
will be prevented off-setting the 
effects of the frost damage by pre- 
paring for a full crop next year, 
and the Allies food supply is shor- 
tened by decreased operations for 
next season as well as by the de- 
creased yield of the present sea- 
son. 


Bulgaria. 

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria is 
said to be worrying himself to 
death over the prospect of disas- 
ter over-taking his country as the 
result of his criminal conspiracy 
with Berlin. If it is really his eoun- 
try—not his crime—that he is 
anxious about Ferdinand may end 
the cause for worry any time he 
pleases by ending himself. Bul- 
garians are by no means unanim- 
ously pro-German; and they are 
unanimously anti-Turk, Only the 
craft and influence of the king 
made Bulgaria a cat’s-paw of Ger- 
many and a partner with the 
buteher of the Bosphorus. What 
the wily Ferdinand hoped to gain 
by helping such faithless allies to 
crush the small countries in the 
Balkans it would be interesting to 
know. Whatever it was, the di- 
vision of the spoils of Roumania 
evidently showed him—and also 
his people, that whoever profited 
by the war Bulgaria had little to 
hope for. Of these first fruits of 
the victory Bulgaria helped to 
win the Bulgarians got little to 
compensate their losses, confirm 
their faith in their allies and whet 
their appetites for more fighting 
at the same scale of pay. The re- 
sult, so far as it can be discern- 
ed, seems to have been to give 
stimulus to feeling in Bulgaria 
which, if not pro-Ally, is decidedly 
opposed to further sacrifices for 
the benefit of Germany and Aus- 
tria. Ferdinand has even been 
obliged to accept a premier whose 
sentiments are hostile to the Huns 
and their ‘‘world power’’ scheme. 
Freed of the influence of the mon- 
arch, the chances are that Bul- 


igaria would quit the Turk-Teutonic 


combination whenever it could do 
so safely, That it would join the 
Allies if given a free hand to take 
and keep Constantinople is likely, 
If Ferdinand is anxious about the 
future of his country, therefore, 
the best he can do for it is to re- 
move his restraining influence and 
leave his subjects free to break 
with their masters and make what 
peace they can with the Allies, 
That way lies their only hope, 
small as it may be and little as 
they may deserve it,
